WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 (AP).— 
The House gave prompt approval | 
today to the $3,533,400,000 compro- 
mise version of the new. record- 
breaking tax bill, clearing.the way 
for final action tomorrow by the 
Senate. 4% 

Without a roll call vote, the 
House adopted recommendations 
of a joint Senate-House conference 
committee which worked out the 
compromise on changes made in 
the measure by the Senate. 

Flurries of criticism developed 
against some of those changes, 
particularly the reduction of the 
individual exemptions from $2000 
to $1500 for married persons and 
from $800 to $750 for single persons 
and the elimination of the fequire- 
ment that all mafried persons file 
joint income tax returns. 

Protest Against New Jobs. 

Representative Crowther (Rep.), 
New York, protested that certain 
provisions of the bill, such as those 
lowering the exemptions and im- 
posing a $5 annual use tax on pas- 
senger automobiles, would make 
the measure “an employment 

ency.” He said that lowering of 

e exemptions last year had 
forced the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau to hire 3900 additional clerks 
‘to handle the increased number of 
returns and added that thé buréau 
had reported the proposed auto- 
mobile tax would necessitate 3800 
more employes to administer.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 (AP).— 
Stripped for action, the United 
States Atlantic fleet took under the

The zero-hour for this new phase 
of operations was 12:01 a, m., and 
the widely accepted view in au- 
thoritative quarters here was that 
it meant the start of actual con- 
voy duty along a 2000-mile sea lane.

Occupation of Capital Re- 
ported Ordered After De-

LONDON, Sept. 16 . (AP).—Brit- 
ish and Russian troops tonight 
were réported marching on the 
Iranian capital of Teheran as 
Iran’s fuller, Reza Shah Pahlavi, 
abdicated under the threat of such 
action. 

The British and Russians ac- 
cused the .Shah and his. govern- 


— of-dilatory tactics in carry- 


ing out an agreement to expel or 
deliver to the Allies all German, 
Hungarian, Italian and Rumanian 
nationals. 

This afternoon, it. was learned 
authoritatively, British and Rus- 
sian troops were moving on Te- 
heran with plans ‘for immediate 
occupation of the city. 

A Teheran dispatch, not imme- 
diately clarified here, said that 
Russian forces already had occu- 
pied Karaj, 28 miles northwest of 
Teheran, but stated that a British 
military attache had gone to in- 
quire into the reason for the Rus- 
sian move. This dispatch was filed 
before announcement over the Te- 
heran radio of the Shah's abdica- 
tion, and before it was stated an- 
thoritatively -here that the British 
and Russians were co-operating to 
occupy Teheran. 

The Shah’s abdication was an- 
nounced before an extraordinary 
séssion of the Iranian Parliament, 
the Teheran radio stated, the offi- 
cial reason being given as ill 
health. : 

Shah Said to Have Filed. 

The Shah, who ascended the 
throne in 1925, was reported to 
have fled the capital, but his 
whereabouts were not disclosed. 
It was announced he would be suc- 
ceeded’ by ‘his: 21-year-old son, the 
European-educated Crown ‘Prince 
Shahpur Mohammed Reza. 

Informed quarters here said théy 
thought -Teheran would be occu- 
pied without Iranian opposition. 
The capital was not included in 
the zohes previously agreed on for 
occupation by British and Russian 
troops. The Russian zone was a 
strip running north of the capital, 
and the British territory was laid 
out in the southwest to include 
Iran’s valuable : oil fields. 

An authoritative British source 
said occupation. of the city had 
been under consideration for sev- 
eral days. 

British quarters had stressed the 
“impatience” of both Britain and 
Russia at. what they -called the

Success 150 Miles South of 
Leningrad Announced — 
Seizure of Bridgeheads 
on Lower Dnieper River 
Also Claimed. 


‘BERLIN, Sept. 16 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler’s field headquarters an- 
nounced today the decisive defeat 
of three entire Russian armies 
about 150 miles south of Leningrad 
and the seizure of important 
bridgeheads on the lower Dnieper 
far to the south as highlights of 
a general push eastward all along 
the front. 

Effective support by the air 
force was credited with a large 
share in the successes, which were 
announced while other dispatches 
from the front pictured Lenin- 
grad’s steel and concrete fortifica- 
tions as crumbling and the Ger- 
man forces approaching ever 
closer to that besieged city. 

The Soviet Eleventh, Twenty- 
seventh and Thirty-fourth armies 
were beaten south of Lake Ilmen, 
on the north central front, a spe- 
cial communique said. Nine divi- 
sions were declared to have been 
“completely annihilated” and nine 
more “crushed with the bloodiest 
of losses.” 

(A Russian division numbers 
from 15,000 to 18,000 men.) 

Fifty-three thousand prisoners 
were taken and 320 tanks and 695 
pieces of field artillery were among 
the vast stocks of Russian war ma- 
terial captured or destroyed, the 
special announcement said. 

Troops of Col. Gen. Busch and 
the air arm under Col. Gen. Keller 
were credited with the victory 
after a battle of several weeks. 


Dnieper Success Claimed. 


This special communique was 
followed almost immediately by an- 
other announcing seizure of the 
Dnieper bridgeheads. 

“In the Ukraine,” it said, “Ger- 
man army units in an audacious 
attack effectively supported by the 
air force, established bridgeheads 
on highly important points across 
the broad lower Dnieper. 

“After these bridgeheads were 
held and widened in several days 
of fighting against strong, embit- 
tered enemy attacks, partly assist- 
ed by tanks, German divisions now 
have pushed victoriously eastward 
on a broad front.” 

German war correspondent Karl 
Eckert reported Hitler’s forces had 
been streaming across the lower 
Dnieper for at least a week. 

The Russians had considered 
their positions safe behind the 
1000-yard wide Dnieper, an official 
spokesman said. Bad weather in 
this sector now has given way to 
good, he said, and German troops 
“have new tasks” cut out for them. 

DNB, official news agency, re- 
* ported dive-bombers sank two 
Soviet transports totaling 3000 tons 
and heavily damaged a 1000-ton 
ship in the Arctic near Murmansk. 


Nazis Move Nearer Leningrad. 


DNB asserted a German infantry 
division broke through stubbornly 
defended bunker positions two 
days ago and captured an  un- 
named “larger community” within 
the fortified zone before Lenin- 
grad. 

Dispatches said more than 200 
bunkers and pillboxes in the de- 
fense zone, originally some 75 miles 
deep, had been smashed or cap- 

- tured. At some places, German 
troops, advancing after a devastat- 
ing bombardment by siege guns 
and dive-bombers, were reported 
only 15 miles from the heart of 
the city. 

(The Finns reported great fires 
had been set in Leningrad by Ger- 
man artillery. They said the shells 
were taking a terrific toll among 
refugees, unable to find raid shel- 
ters and forced to live in’ public 
parks while the battle raged.) 

The Nazis acknowledged the Red 
army was offering fierce resist- 
ance and that Leningrad’s modern 
fortifications were proving diffi- 
cult to crack, but military com- 
“menators reported that the fall of 
Russia’s second largest city was 
only a matter of time. 

The Germans in advancing, it 
was said, had to break through 
defenses in which tank traps nine 
feet wide and six feet deep forced 
them virtually to discard mechan- 
ized warfare in favor of close- 
quarter combat.

It disclosed also that two of the 
six new 35,000-ton battleships, the 
North Carolina and the Washing- 
ton, had been added to the battle 
line this month as the first capital 
ship additions to go into the serv- 
ice with the fleet since 1923. This 
gives the United States 17 battle- 
ships in actual service. 

Another $80,000,000 dreadnought, 
the South Dakota, was launched 
in June but has not yet been com- 
missioned, and one week from to- 
day a fourth new battleship, the 
Massachusetts, will hit the water 
at Quincy, Mass. 

A’ survey of vessels building and 
contracted for reveals “astounding 
progress in accelerated construc- 
tion of the two-ocean navy, the 
navy said. A total of 2831 ships— 
combat’ vessels and auxiliaries — 
have been ordered since Jan. 1, 
1940, at a cost of $7,234,262,178. ¢r 
addition, $460,000,000 has been 4&l- 
located for the expansion of public 
and private shipbuilding facilities. 
The contract figures do not include 
small boats or lend-lease contracts. 

Besides newly constructed ves- 
sels, the navy this year has con- 
verted to military use 193 privately 
owned ships for the constantly 
growing fleet of auxiliaries, such 
as hospital ships, store ships, oil- 
ers, supply and repair vessels. 
Eighty-one other vessels are now 
undergoing conversion. Most of 
this work is being handled in 110 
private shipyards.

305 AIR RAID CASUALTIES 
IN BRITAIN LAST MONTH, 
LOWEST IN YEAR'S ATTACKS 
LONDON, Sept. 16 (AP). 
HE Home Security Ministry 
T announced today 169 persons 
were killed or missing and 
136 injured in air raids against 
Great Britain during August. 

These casualties were the 
lightest since heavy German at- 
tacks started in August, 1940. 
The previous lowest casualties 
of this period were those of 
June of this year when 399 were 
killed and 461 injured. 

The heaviest casualties were 
those of September, 1940, when 
6955 were killed and 10,624 in- 
jured, 

The August casualties in- 
creased the totals for the war 
to 42,426 killed or missing and 
: 53,261 injured.

ODAY’S special election is 
T considered by civic workers 
the most important held on 
a municipal issue ‘since the 
bond election of Feb. 9, 1923.

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, in

He gave even less satisfaction to

Green complimented internation- 
al officers, who have been vigor- 
ously criticised by minority dele- 
gates to the convention, ,for their 
co-operation with federation lead- 
ers in matters of. national policy 
and for achievements of the union 
in raising wages of common labor- 
ers. He said he knew nothing of 
the union’s internal disputes. 

Racketeering charges he dis- 
missed briefly with the assertion 
that “of 5,000,000 AFL, members, 
4,999,999 are upright, law-abiding 
citizens.” Critics of the AFL will 
be answered at the October fed- 
eration convention, he said, “when 
we shall deal with racketeering in 
no uncertain way.” 

Declines to Interfere. 

Green asserted that in spite of 
“newspapers and other critics who 
want me to be a dictator,” he 
would not interfere with the af- 
fairs of unions of the federation. 
Delegates took this to mean that 
Green would take no position on 
the factional differences within 
the laborers’ union, nor would he 
attempt to force settlement of 
jurisdictional disputes.

told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The appearance of the Minne- 
apolis Husky marks another addi- 
tion to the gasoline and fuel oil 
shipping fleets on the river, now 
being called on to move oil prod- 
ucts to the East and offset the 
loss of Atlantic coast tankers put 
in foreign service. 

Asked if such boats, or. ocean- 
going ships, could be constructed 
here, Capt. Barnes said he be- 
Meved such construction possible. 
The Minneapolis Husky, he said, 
is not an ocean-going vessel but 
is larger than some ocean tankers 
and could be used coast-wise. A 
suggestion that ocean-going ves- 
sels be constructed in inland ports, 
such as St. Louis,. recently was 
made by former Gov, Lloyd C. 
Stark. 

Capt. Barnes, proud of the new 
boat, which cost more than $200,- 
000, explained that the craft was 


an experiment in faster boat serv- 


| 


ice on inland waterways. It is de- 
signed for express service between 
Louisiana oil fields and Minneap- 
olis, and if it proves a success, 
Capt. Barnes predicted, more river 
tankers would be built. 

The cargo of the tanker, al- 
though it pushes one barge, is not 


as great as that of several barges 
being pushed by towboats, but its 
extra speed and premiums for fast 
delivery are expected to compen- 
sate for the difference in cargo. 


Two 350-horsepower Diesel en- 
gines drive the twin-propellered 
tanker and barge through pool 
water at nine miles an hour. An 
example of its speed was given by 
Capt. Barnes in describing how he 
passed a seven-barge tow going 
upstream twice on the lower Mis- 
sissippi, once on a short trip to 
Greenville, Miss., from New Or- 
leans, and again on the run from 
New Orleans to St. Louis. 

The boat, 235 feet long, 35 feet 
in the beam, and 14 feet in the 
hold, is earrying a half-cargo of 
403,200 gallons of gasoline. The 
195-foot barge is half-loaded with 
357,000 gallons of gasoline. On 
top of the gasoline compartments 
is a large “dry-cargo” compart- 
ment, 

The Minneapolis Husky left Des- 
trehan Sept. 4, arriving here in 11 
days, and will make the trip to 


‘Minneapolis in six days. Capt. 


Barnes expects to be able to make 
one round trip a month oh the 
1803-mile waterway. 

Bright and shiny, with a white 
pilot house in the bow, and the

Name of Dunn as Alias. - 

William G. Sebold, American 
counter-espionage agent, who was 
assigned by the Gestapo to build 
and operate the station—and who 
did so with the aid of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation—said the 
message was given him for trans- 
mission by Frederick Duquesne, a 
defendant. He said Dunn was 
Duquesne’s alias. 

Sebold said on the witness stand 
last week that many misleading 
messages had been transmitted to 
the Gestapo, containing harmless 
information. 

Sebold testified that, also on 
Duquesne’s instructions, he trans- 
mitted the following message on 
July 25, 1940: “Dunn says investi- 
gation being made by VU. 8S. Army 
Capt. Coon of mask and cannister 
to stop chlorine. Army advisory 
board thinking of stopping produc- 
tion of Garand rifle because of 
poor results.” 

On Oct. 15, 1940, Sebold said he 
received a draft of unspecified 
amount advising him to pay out 
$500 to Everett Roeder, a defend- 
ant, and $200 to Duquesne, keeping 
$250 for himself and, as the in- 
structions safd, “use the rest to en- 
list services of members U. 8. Air 
Corps—this activity must be pur- 
sued.” | 

The message added “more money 
on way.” 

Tells of Money for Spies. 

Sebold said that in five months, 
between December, 1940, and May, 
1941, he was given $22,000 for dis- 
bursing among spies. The drafts, 
he added, were sent by a Pedro 
Gonzales of Mexico City to the 
Chase National Bank in New York. 

As early as February, nearly five 
months before the administration's 
announcement of the occupation 
of Iceland, the Gestapo expressed 
an interest in American convoy 
prepartions there. 

The Government introduced into 
evidence a message from the Ham- 
burg station to agents here, dated 
Feb. 13, 1941, asking, “How many

SOME PROBLEMS 
FACED BY HITLER 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE

HIS being the day the United 
T states Navy starts “ operating 

under orders “to capture or de- 
stroy” every Axis raider that so 
much as casts an eye on lease-lend 
cargoes en route between America 
and Iceland, an editor suggests 
that I put myself in Adolf Hitler’s 
place and figure out how he will 
meet this difficult situation. 

I must beg to be excused. 

It would seem more profitable to 
take a look at Hitler’s entire war 
problem, since his action in the 
Atlantic must be governed to con- 
siderable degree by what happens 
in Russia. 

Much will depend on the German 
position in Russia a couple of 
weeks from now—or whenever the 
pre-winter weather begins to lay 
a heavy hand on military opera- 
tions. In trying to assay the gen- 
eral war outlook we must keep in 
mind these vital points: 

Hitler likely will have to hold a 
line through the winter between 
the Baltic and the Black seas, but 
if he can bring home his present 
great offensives, and get himself 
into a favorable strategical posi- 
tion, he will be able to maintain 
his defenses much more easily and 
therefore will be able to release 
forces for operations elsewhere. 

On the other hand, if the Bol- 
shevists can stand the Nazis off— 
even hold them where they are now 
—then Hitler will be compelled to 
keep a great army in the Russian 
field, and so will have to curtail 
operations elsewhere. 


In order to get himself properly 
set, it seems to me, the Nazi leader 
must capture Leningrad; he must 
maintain at least his present posi- 
tion in the center of the line oppo- 
site Moscow; he must capture Kiev 
and roll the Red forces in, the 
Ukrain clear back to the Don 
River, thereby putting himself in 
position to make a drive down 
through the Caucasus to Persia. 

If a drive through the Caucasus 
isn’t feasible, indications are that 
Hitler will put the screws on Tur- 
key and try to get passage of his 
army across that country in order 
to get at the lower Caucasus and 
Persia. There is widespread belief 
in the Balkans that should the 
Turks refuse, Hitler might attack 
them. Probably utilizing Ruma- 
nian and Bulgarian troops in the 
assault. 

Should Hitler concentrate on the 
Middle East, his operations else- 
where probably would be restrict- 
ed—barring the Atlantic over 
which is passing a constantly in- 
creasing stream of aid for the Al- 
lies. Someway he must halt that 
traffic, else it will overwhelm him. 

Now while he ultimately may 
feel compelled to go all-out in raid- 
ing the American-Icelandic route, 
thereby precipitating open fight- 
ing with our warships, Re has giv- 
en plenty of indications that he 
would vastly prefer to avoid a 
clash which would bring us into 
the war and unleash our navy on 
him. 

One would expect him first to 
try a fresh drive against British 
shipping as it is coming to Eng- 
land from Iceland. He undoubted- 
ly is holding a large fleet of sub- 
marines in reserve, and when the 
Russian fighting eases off with 
the coming of winter, he will be 
able to release bombers to renew 
their assault on merchant ships 
and harbors. 

That there will be shooting be- 
tween Yankee warships and Nazi 
raiders there can be little doubt. 
Still, many observers feel that if 
Hitler follows logical strategy he

HERE is an inescapable logic 
T governing the dealings between 

any single nation. and the rest 
of the world. 
of people may act in a fairly arbi- 
trary way. They may pass laws, 
and revoke them, make decisions 
and reverse them, start one policy 
and change it. For they are, in 
wholly domestic matters, masters 
of their own destiny. 


But they also live, as a nation, 
in a world of other nations, with 
whom they have relationships. And 
in their relations with the rest of 
the world they are not the exclu- 
sive masters of their destinies. A 
nation may, for instance, be com- 
mitted to legitimate, representa- 
tive, liberal government, and peace 
with all nations. Yet it may lose 
all these things without taking 
any action at all, wholly through 
the act of another nation, as Hol- 
land and Norway have. 

A nation may be immensely 
strong and perfectly able to de- 
fend itself given one set of condi-

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A CITY HALL INNOVATION. 

Something novel and wholly unprecedented is hap- 
pening in St. Louis today, in connection with the 
government-reform election.

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A BLUNDER IN THE MOVIE INQUIRY. 

A motion picture called “Land of Liberty,” released 
last spring, has come before the Senate investigation. 
This is an amazing development, for of all Holly- 
wood's recent historical and topical pictures, this is 
the production most free of anything that could be 
construed as war propaganda. 

It was, of course, indiscreet for Loew’s branch 
manager to use the tone he did in the letter, intro- 
duced in evidence, protesting to an Idaho theater 
manager for his decision not to run the picture. If 
it is true, as asserted in the letter, that the Govern- 
ment was interested in production of the film, this 
may have been unwise, but there is surely nothing 
shocking in Government sponsorship of a fine pa- 
triotic movie.

There were wars-in it, as there are in any American 
history book, but there was also an abundant record 
of pioneering, of science, industry, education and 
similar aspects of the nation’s story. (All proceeds 
from the film, incidentally, went to emergency wel- 
fare funds.)

It is an imposing dramatization of America, 
of all that has made up and now makes up Amer- 
ica. And it gains immensely in effectiveness by

Donald M. Nelson and His Big Job 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Bernard Baruch’s indorsement of new director of priorities agency 
expected to halt agitation for single defense head; contest between 
New Dealers and their opponents goes on behind scenes, editor 
Says; appointment of business men reassuring to private enterprise.

ERNARD M. BARUCH’S final OK for 

Donald M. Nelson, as the executive 

director of the newly organized Supply 
Priorities and Allocations Board, ought to 
slow up for a while the attack on the de- 
fense program because it lacks a single- 
headed management, or boss. 

It was our own long-distance, up-country 
surmise, when the seven members of the 
SPAB were announced, with Vice-President 
Wallace as chairman of the board, that 
Mr. Nelson would be the chief executive of 
that supreme agency of supplies, priorities 
and allocations. 

Mr. Baruch, after an extended talk with 
the President and another with Mr. Nelson, 
has qualified his earlier criticism by an- 
nouncing that Mr. Nelson after all might 
furnish “the solution of the need of one- 
man control under the President.” 

For he had found that Mr. Nelson “showed 
a Thorough grasp of the problem” and “in- 
tends to enlist some very good men to assist 
him.” 

Mr. Nelson is a Sears, Roebuck tycoon, 
long in charge of merchandising and later 
executive vice-president and chairman of 
the executive committee of the biggest mail 
order house in the world. No disparage- 


ment of him has yet come to our attention. - 


‘Behind the scenes in this matter, as in 
other controversies and dissensions in the 
management of the defense production pro- 
gram, is said to be the old quarrel] between 
New Dealers and anti-New Dealers. 

Reduced to its simplest terms, which may 
be an over-simplification, the issue is 
whether the defense program shall be di- 
rected by men who wish to safeguard the 
New Deal’s “social gains” while rearming 
the country, or directed by men always out 
of sympathy with the New Deal, indiffer- 
ent to the preservation of “social gains” 
and very suspicious of the New Deal’s al- 
leged purpose to use the emergency to de- 
stroy private enterprise so far that, when 
the war is over, private enterprise will be 
among the missing. 

There is no evidence or likelihood that 
among influential New Dealers there is any 
such sinister plot against private enterprise. 


It becomes fantastic to charge such a pur- 
pose to the President in view of the num- 
ber of big business men, like Messrs. Stet- 
tinius, Knudsen, Biggers and Nelson, whom 
he has‘drawn into the Government service 
for managerial tasks of critical importance. 

The journalistic spokesmen for that accu- 
sation, however, ignore the evidence to the 
contrary as well as the obvious circum- 
stances which impel the President to con- 
ciliate organized labor so far as possible 
and to maintain a fairly harmonious modus 
vivendi in the defense setup by having dif- 
ferent groups of large importance répre- 
‘sented in it. 

While boards may have multiplied, having 
five or seven members so as to afford rep- 
resentation for divergent groups in the na- 
tional economy, there’s no help for it. Ac- 
cording to the Wall Street Journal’s Wash- 
ington correspondent, SPAB is as far as 
the President will go. “There won’t be any 
more reshuffling for a while now.” The 
President understands the need for con- 
centration of management, but: 

“The President insists that, as President, 
the ultimate responsibility for defense is 
his. It would be difficult for him to main- 
tain this position if he centralized all de- 
fense authority in a man unsympathetic 
with his general ideological views. 

“One of Mr. Roosevelt’s closest personal 
friends and constant advisers summed up 
this attitude: ., 

“*What they (the business men-critics) 
want,’ he said, ‘is for the chief to give them 
full charge of defense, and then abdicate. 
But, if he appointed one of our men, they’d 
holler their heads off.’” 


The appointment of Mr. Nelson as execu- | 


tive director of SPAB goes far toward ap- 
peasing the gentlemen who, in other circum- 
stances, would “holler their heads off.”

But however interesting these im- 
pressions, Mr. Dame is at his best when he 
describes his experiences with the natives. 
As a matter of fact, the Mayan race did 
not die, but is still alive and retains much 
of the ancient social structure.

ALANSONB HOUGHTON 
AMBASSADOR, DES 


Former U. S. Envoy to ‘Ger- 
many and England Suc- 
cumbs to :Heart Attack. 


SOUTH DARTMOUTH, Mass., 
Sept. 16 (AP).—<Alanson Bigelow 
Houghton, 78 years old, former Am- 
bassador to Germany and Great 
Britain, died today at his summer 
home of a heart attack. 


A graduate of Harvard Univer- 
sity, which conferred a Doctor of 
Laws degree on him in 1927, 
Houghton was Ambasador to Ger- 
many from 1922 to 1925 when he 
was appointed Ambassador to 
Great Britain. He resigned three 
years later. 

He was president of the Corning 
Glass Works of Corning, N. Y., be- 
fore he entered the diplomatic 
service, and was Republican can- 
didate for the United States Sen- 
ate from New York after leaving 
the ambassadorship in 1928. 

He married Miss Adelaide Well- 
ington of Corning in 1890. She 
and five children survive him. 

Mr. Houghton was known as a 
“business man’s diplomat.” He was 
born in Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 10, 
1863, of a family of glass manu- 
facturers, but he had no ambition 
to manufacture glass. He had been 
class poet while at Harvard, as 
well as editor of the Harvard Crim- 
son, and decided to become a writ- 
er on économics. With that end 
in view, he went to Germany to 
study after his graduation in 1886. 

Two years later he was called 
home by the illness of his father 
and the decree of his family that 
his further duty lay in the role of 
glassmaker—not a student of eco- 
nomics. He shelved his writing 
ambitions necessarily and became 
a $1.25 a day shipping clerk in his 
father’s factory at Corning. 

Mr. Houghton was first appoint- 
ed to public service by Gov. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt as one of the Board 
of Managers of the Willard New 
York State Asylum. In 1918 he re- 
signed from the presidency of 
Corning Glass to go to Congress. 

In 1922 President Harding ap- 
pointed him Ambassador to Ger- 
many, where Mr, Houghton, believ- 
ing the German problem was tot a 
po.utical, but a business one, for 
which the Dawes plan presented a 
soiution, was largely influential in 
setting it in operation.

Lady Mountbatten, the former 
Edwina Ashley, described at the 
time of her marriage in 1922 as the 
wealthiest heiress in England, was, 


long prominent in the intimate 
international set of the then 
Prince of Wales. Since the begin- 
ning of the war she has been in 
personal contact with the dangers 
and hard work of civilian relief as 
London president of the St. John’s 
Ambulance Corps, division of the 
British Red Cross. 

In a trim, black uniform, she 
spoke simply and movingly yester- 
day of her work, She said she 
brought to the American Red Cross 
the gratitude of the British people. 
“You have not refused a single re- 
quest we have made of you. You 
have sent us help without which 
we should have been unable to get 
along.” 

Her Own Home Is Hospital. 

The vast complicated structure 
of London relief work was outlined 
| briefly by the speaker. To duties 
of direct relief in shelters, first-aid 
centers and mobile ambulance 
units, she said, are added the staff- 
ing and maintaining of auxiliary 
hospitals removed from the city. 
“My home near Southampton,” she 
added casually, “is one of these.” 

Other duties of Lady Mountbat- 
ten’s organization include mainte- 
nance of depots of food and cloth- 
ing supplies for emergency use, 
care for prisoners of war, and han- 
dling large numbers of inquiries by 
relatives and friends of missing 
soldiers and civilians, 

The beginning of intense air 
raids over London last September 
found the city with inadequate 
provision for civilian defense, Lady 
Mountbatten said. “No proper 
scheme was devised for months. In 
that time, the care of thousands 
of persons in shelters fell to our 
organization. 

Job Done by Volunteers, 

“There were no doctors, no 
nurses. The job was done by our 
volunteers, working in shelters, for 
the most part unheated, and defi- 
cient in light, sanitation and ven- 
tilation. It was a severe strain 
On our personnel.” 

Shelter conditions have been 

greatly improved, Lady Mountbat- 
ten said, and the larger ones now 
have staffs of regular doctors and 
nurses. Stoves, blankets and other 
supplies from America have made 
cellars and subways more habit- 
able. 
Charles Claflin Allen Jr., chair- 
man of the St. Louis Red Cross 
chapter, and Mrs. George H. Capen, 
a chapter director, spoke briefly.

The Nazi war plan goes on the 
assumption that a nation that com- 
pletely disregards all inhibitions 
and strikes at its own pleasure and 
in its own time will always have 
the advantage.

by whether they are useful or 
harmful to the Nazis. Holland was 
neutral and isolationist, but Dutch 
neutrality and isolation did not 
serve Nazi interests, so they were 
violated. American isolation, at 
this stage of the game, would be 
useful to the Nazis, so the argu- 
ments for it are put into the 
mouths of the Lindberghs. 

But for us, the question becomes: 
Shall we abandon our policy be- 
cause the Germans don’t accept it 
and are intervening against it with 
armed force? Again, we cannot 
make that decision as though it 
were purely a domestic matter, for 
the abandonment of the policy 
would be an even more cataclysmic 
act than to continue it.

HE slams that are hardest to 

reach in the bidding are those 

which can be made because of 
a perfect “fit” rather than because 
of honor trick preponderance.

On paper it would not appear that 
there should be any difficulty in 
reaching the obviously correct six 
club contract, yet, in a recent 
seven table duplicate game, in 
which ‘the players were at least 
average, only one North-South 
pair reached the slam.

After South’s original pass, North 
did not view his own hand with 
any great enthusiasm. His honor 
trick holding was only fair and, 
even when South responded with 
the “fitting” bid of two clubs, 
North hardly could get slam-mind- 
ed. As a matter of fact, during 
the early stages of bidding, North 
could not quite decide what the 
best final contract would be, inso- 
far as a suit or no trump was 
concerned. Due to the match-point 
scoring he was rather inclined to 
permit the three no trump bid to 
stand, and only with grave doubts 
did he insist on the minor suit 
contract. At no time did North 
feel justified in making a strong 
slam-try. Instead, he attempted 
to describe his distribution accu- 
rately and leave further decision 
to south. The latter, naturally, 
favored no trump strongly, and it 
was only after North’s jump bid 
to five clubs that South could form 
a siam picture. 

Even after arriving at the slam 
there still was work to be done 
in fulfilling the cohtract, due to 
the failure of the trump suit to 
break. West opened the diamond 
king. The ace won, a low. club 
was led to the king, and a club 
returned to the ace. Now that it 
was apparent that a trump trick 
must be lost, declarer saw that 


it would not be enough to estab- 


lish North’s spade suit by ruffing, 
because this would leave South 
only two trumps with which to 
take care of North’s three dia- 
monds. The only chance, then, 
was to _bring home the spade suit 
without loss and this, of course, 
involved a winning finesse against 
the queen. Luckily for declarer, 
he guessed the two-way finesse 
correctly. He led a low spade 
from dummy and played his own 
jack, then cashed the ace. The 
queen dropped from East, it was 
all over. A heart was ruffed and 
the spade king cashed. East hast- 
ily ruffed in with the high trump,
